JACK NELSON. 
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THE CALIFORNIA ELECTION AND 
THE WORKINGMEN. 


Although the vote polled jn Califvr- 
nia for delegates to the Stgte consti- 
tutional convention, which meets next 
September, was very light, yet the re- 
turns are not all in and the result of 
the election cannot be stated. Sufi 
cient is known, however, to warrent 
the belief that the Non-Partisan ticket 
will have a majority in the convention. 
The Non-Partisan at-large ticket is 
evidently elected in the Second, Third 
and Fourth districts, while the Work- 
ingmen's at-large ticket is probably 
elected in the Frst district. The Non- 
Partisans were successful in Sacra- 
mento, Placer, Colusa, Sutter, Ala- 
meda, Santa Clara and San Joaquin 
counties. Stanislaus, Tuolumne and 
Calaveras went Democratic. Nevada, 
Solano and Los Angeles, gave the 
Workingmen a majority. In San 
Francisco, owing to the large number 
of tickets in the field, the Working- 
men have in all probability gained the 
day. The Sacramento Bee holds that 
Wednesday's battle decided one thing 
beyond a peradventure, that both the 
Democratic party and the Republican 
party in California are annibilated, 
and that alone neither can compete 
with the new party just arisen. 

We do not believe this election war- 
rants the above opinion, nor do we 
find in other California exchanges, a 
concurrence in the views expressed by 
the editor ef the Bee. The strength 
ma.wifested by the Workingmen ap- 
pears, rather as the result of opposition 
to their course, and the division and 
negligence of those who opposed them, 
than from any ioherert weakness in 
the old parties. The Workingmen 
must be respected, and their principles 
receive positive recognition in poli- 
tics, but the people of this coast are 
not prepared to pass into ignorant, un- 
practiced hands the reins of State gov- 
ernment. 

Party corruption emanates not alone 
from party leaders, as many would 
have us believe. The people are more 
or less corrupt themselves, and the 
most corrupt class of the people are 
now enlisted in the ranks of the Work- 
ingmen's party. It is true that many 
of those who have taken part in this 
laborers’ move, are honest men, but it 
is more furcibly apparent that the ma- 
jority are iguorant and dangerous men; 
those who are narrow in judgment, 
nor possessed of real honesty of pur- 
pose. Withsuch an element increas- 
ing in strength, and having as sympa- 
thetic allies communistic and social- 
istic organizations on the European

Sitver Crry, Idaho, June 20th. — 
Major Egbert’s five companies of the 
Twelfth Infantry, numbering eight 
officers and 135 men, arrived here at 
10 a. u., having made a forced march 
across the country from Cornucopia, 
averaging thirty miles a day. The 
officers and soldiers are in good condi- 
tion, considering their long and tedious 
march. One of General Howard's 


sons is a Lieutenant in this command. 
They remained here two hours and 
de for Camp Lyon, about twenty 
miles distant, on the Oregon and Idaho 
line. 

A messenger arrived here to-day 
from Big Springs, who reports that 
Lieutenant-Governor Adams had with- 
drawn the Nevada volunteers from 
that point and ordered them to scout 
the country between Duck valley and

At midnight on Tuesday Indian sig- 
nals were discovered in various direc- 
tions. 

An outbreak of Indians at the Duck 
valley reservation is anticipated.

Lieutenant-Governor Adams 
came nearly as faras Battle Creek. 
He has only sixty volunteers at his 
disposal. 

General Howard is working with 
might and main to get the troops into 
& proper position, and to perfect a plan 
of operations as a means of watching 
the Indians and detecting their soft

as concluded to accept the service (f 
twenty-five picked volunteers, under 
Captain Merrit Kelly. This company 
will be composed of the best Indian 
fighters and the most experienced 
frontiersmen. They will be furnished 
rations and arms, but will expect no 
pay for their services. They are to be 
ready for duty by Sunday next.
